Second Degree Manslaughter. 


Norman, Ok., Nov, 28.—The jury in 
the case of Dr. J. H. Colby and Wade 
Stovall, charged with murder, which 
has been on trial in D istrict court 
here for ten days, brought in a ver­ 
dict this evening of m anslaughter in 
the second degree and fixed the pen­ 
alty at $1,000 fine for Colby and $100 
fine for Stovall, with costs. 
The cause ©ame to Cleveland coun­ 
ty on change of venue, the killing hay 
ing occurred at Washington, in Mc­ 
Clain county. Dr. Colby, who was form 
erly of Norbone, is a wealthy citizen 
of Purcell, and had a controversy with 
patrons of the Washington school dis­ 
trict over the ownership of the school 
house site. In August, 1911, he went 
with Wade Stovall to Washington .to 
hold possession. In the difficulty that 
ensued Thomas McClendon and Wil­ 
liam Autry, two interm arried citizens 
and patrons of the school, were killed 
and Colby seriously wounded. He and 
Stovall were indicted for the murder, 
and their first trial in March, 1912, 
resulted in a hung jury. 
The defense contended 
that 
the 
school patrons undertook to take pos­ 
session by force and that Colby and 
Stovall were 
acting 
within 
their 
rights of self defense.

teachers for these schools. He took the 
position that the rural school should 
be raised in efficiency and provided 
with teachers especially trained to 
meet th needs of the community, and 
not one whose ideal is the city and 
whose influence tends to draw the 
boys and girls from the farm to the 
cities, which are becoming so badly 
overcrowded. He referred to the pow­ 
er of the teachers, if once thorough­ 
ly organized and in a position to de­ 
mand their rights instead of simply 
taking anything offered. He approved 
of the requirements of the new school 
code for better equipped teachers and 
the requirements for professional train 
ing. He thought this would tend to 
weed out the element that 
teaches 
only as a stepping stone to something 
else and woald eventually do much 
to raise the standard of the profes­ 
sion and retain the best teachers, 
instead of toeing them to more lucra­ 
tive lines of work. His general tone 
was one of optimism and inspiration 
to the teachers, and was highly com­ 
plimented by those who beard him
